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INTRODUCTION 


Purpose of the Report 


A survey of post-secondary students in all provinces of Canada was carried 
out by Statistics Canada during the spring of 1984, on behalf of the 
Department of the Secretary of State. 


The purpose of this report is to highlight some of the main characteristics 
of the Canadian student population. 


A companion report, available on request, provides similar data for each 
province individually, thus allowing comparisons among provinces and between 
individual provinces and Canada as a whole. 


Objectives of the Survey 


The survey was designed to collect data about basic characteristics of 
students at the college and university levels, and to address a number of 
specific issues, namely: participation in post-secondary education; 
part-time and full-time study and employment; students" income and 
expenditures; mobility; language usage; and interest in Canadian studies. 


Design of the Survey 


A fuller description of the methodology can be found in Appendix A. The 
complete survey documentation and data user's guide is available from 
Statistics Canada. 


The sample 


The survey population was defined as all students registered in a regular 
credit course at a Canadian post-secondary institution during the fall term 
of the 1983-84 school year. Trade and vocational students as well as medical 
residents were excluded. Foreign students were included. 


The sample was proportionally stratified by type of institution (university 
or college), level of study (first professional, undergraduate, masters, 
doctorate, and at the college level, transfer or career), and registration 
status (part-time or full-time). The required sample size was determined for 
each stratum. The sample within each stratum was further proportionally 
allocated by sex and major field of study. 


Data collection 


The questionnaire was administered during February and March 1984, by means 
of either self-enumerated mail out/mail back questionnaires or telephone 
interviews. Two versions of the questionnaire were used, one for college and 
one for university students; they are included as Appendix B and Appendix C. 


Response rate 


Of the 63,948 records of individuals in the sample, responses were obtained 
from 54,302, for a gross response rate of 85 per cent. However, 9,264 of 
those who responded were no longer registered and, as they were instructed, 
returned the questionnaire without completing it. The decision to exclude 
them was made because it was assumed that students who registered or pursued 
their studies for the fall term only would very likely have different 
characteristics from those registered in both terms. This procedure left 
45,181 usable responses, for a net response rate of 71 per cent. 


The lowest gross response rate, at 76 per cent, was that of students from New 
Brunswick universities. The lowest net response rates were those of college 
students in Ontario and British Columbia, both at 59 per cent. 


Weighting 


After the data from the questionnaires were coded, the sample was weighted to 
the size of the population from which it was drawn. All data in this report 
are based on the weighted sample and may therefore differ from those in 
regular Statistics Canada publications where, in general, counts provided by 
institutions are used. 


Organization of the Report 


Part I consists of a series of tables and charts on some of the basic 
characteristics of full-time students. A brief comment, placed before the 
tables and charts, points to the main findings. Part II is focussed on 
part-time students. It follows the same general organization as Part lI. 


Definition of Key Variables 


Province of study 


Students were surveyed in the province where they were studying. They were 
asked the location of their permanent residence: one of the provinces or 
territories or outside Canada. For this report, students have been 
classified by province of study and in tables and charts, the category 
province refers to the province in which students were registered at the time 
of the survey. 
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The vast majority of students whose permanent residence was in Canada were 
studying in their home province. Among full-time students, only 2 per cent 
of college career students, less than 1 per cent of college transfer 
students, 7 per cent of undergraduates, and 10 per cent of graduate students 
whose permanent residence was in Canada were studying outside their province 
of permanent residence. 


Foreign students are included in the tables. Among the university students, 
4 per cent of undergraduates and 11 per cent of graduate students indicated 
that their permanent residence was outside Canada. 


Categories of student 


College-level students may be registered in a variety of institutions: a 
community college, an institute, in Ontario in a College of Applied Arts and 
Technology (CAAT), in Québec in a Collége d'enseignement général et 
professionnel (CEGEP). In this report, however, they are classified in two 
broad categories: 1) students registered in career or vocational programs, 
where they pursue technical or semi-professional qualifications, have been 
classified as career; and 2) students registered in transfer programs, where 
they study for credits that are recognized by universities and allow them to 
transfer to the university level, have been classified as transfer (in 
Québec: général). Transfer programs are offered only in the provinces of 
Québec, Alberta and British Columbia. 


University-level students have been classified as undergraduate or graduate 
students. In addition to students who are registered for a bachelor's 
degree, the full-time undergraduate category includes students who are 
registered for a first professional degree in medicine, dentistry, veterinary 
medicine or optometry. The graduate category includes students who are 
registered for either a master's or a doctoral degree. 


The report systematically presents data for all categories of students 
present in a given province, except when the numbers in the sample are too 
small to be statistically reliable. 


Types of registration status 


All four categories of students might be registered full-time or part-time. 
Full-time and part-time students are treated separately in Part I and 
Panty wi 


In this report, students have been classified as part-time or full-time on 
the basis of their response to the question: "Are you registered as a 
part-time or a full-time student?" (item 16 in the university student 
questionnaire, item 20 in the college student questionnaire). Since there 
does not exist in Canada a uniform definition of a part-time student, it is 
likely that the part-time student category is heterogenous in terms of actual 
academic status. 
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Organization of Data on Full-Time Students

Organization of Data on Part-Time Students 


The data on part-time students provide a general demographic and educational 
profile as well as a picture of their family background. 


The data for the demographic profile come from the following survey 
questions: 


- Gender, age and marital status (U34/U33/U35 and C38/C37/C39) 


The data on the educational profile come from the following items of the 
questionnaires: 


- Highest level of education completed before first registering in the 
current program (U27 and C31) 


- Highest level of education completed by undergraduates before first 
registering in the current program, by age (U27/U33 and C31/C37) 


- Major activity during the 12 months prior to first registering in the 
current program (U29 and C33) 


- Most important reason for choosing to study part-time rather than 
full-time (U17/U18 and C21/C22) 


- Most important type of reason to register for the current level of 
education (U11/U12 and C15/C16) 


- Most important type of reason for choosing a field of study (U6/U7 
and C10/C11) 


The table on family background presents the responses to the following 
question: 


- Highest level of education completed by father and mother (U44 and C48)

Further Use of the Survey Data 


The survey collected much more data than are included in this report. In 
particular, there are data on field of study coded to three-digit USIS 
(Statistics Canada's University Student Information Service) codes for 
university students, and CCSIS (Statistics Canada's Community College Student 
Information Service) codes for college students. Other key questions in the 
survey concerned the reason for choosing to attend the current institution, 
the level of interest in learning about the history, cultures and other 
aspects of Canada, the language of usage and the province of permanent 
residence. 


It should also be noted that to a large extent, the questionnaire used in the 
survey replicated the one used for the 1974-75 survey of post-secondary 
students!. The results of the two surveys can therefore be compared and 
changes over the last decade analyzed. The data from both surveys have been 
stored on magnetic tape and can be obtained from Statistics Canada. 


The full survey documentation and data user's guide are available from 
Statistics Canada. Statistics Canada can also produce tabulations, for a 
fee, and will shortly offer the micro data tape for purchase. Requests for 
information should be directed as follows:

PART I. FULL-TIME STUDENTS 


Educational Profile 


Major Activity in the 12 Months Prior to First Registering in the Current 
Program (Table 1) 


For most full-time students, the major activity before registering in their 
current program was studying. The highest percentage who were working were 
among graduate students, where more than one-third had been working. Almost 
as high a percentage of college career students had been working or looking 
for work. Among the career students, men were more likely than women to have 
been working and women were more likely than men to have been students. 


Most Important Type of Reason to Register for the Current Level of 
Education (Table 2) 


The value of this question is that it is an indication of whether students 
choose to attend post-secondary institutions primarily for academic or for 
vocational reasons. 


Students were asked to indicate how important five reasons were to them in 
choosing to register in their level of education. The choice of reasons was 
as follows: (1) general interest in furthering education; (2) to upgrade 
existing skills; (3) to change occupations; (4) thought it would be difficult 
to get a suitable job without continuing education; and (5) prerequisite for 
entry into another program or another level of education. The community 
college students were given another choice: (6) to transfer to a 

university. The students were then asked which of the reasons was most 
important to them. 


The first reason that they were given "general interest in furthering my 
education" is clearly academic. The next three "to upgrade existing skills", 
“to change occupations", "thought it would be difficult to get a suitable job 
without continuing my education" are clearly job-related. The other reasons, 
“prerequisite into another program or level of education" and, for college 
students, “to transfer to a university”, are not relevant to these issues. 

In Table 2, the responses have been collapsed into three categories of 
reasons: academic, job-related and other, for the question: "Which was the 
most important reason to you?” 
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For all four types of student of both sexes, higher percentages chose 
job-related reasons than chose academic reasons. This was especially true of 
the career students, where two-thirds of the males and 59 per cent of the 
females chose vocational reasons. Among the transfer students, more than 
one-half chose the "other" reasons. This is, of course, because most college 
transfer students were in that level of education in order to transfer to a 
university. It is interesting to note that, except among graduate students, 
women were more likely to choose academic reasons than men. Or to put it 
another way, male students were more likely to be vocationally oriented than 
female students. 


Most Important Type of Reason for Choosing a Field of Study (Table 3) 


Students were asked how important six reasons were to them in choosing their 
field of study and then were asked which of the six was most important to 
them. As in Table 2, these responses have been collapsed into academic and 
job-related reasons. The academic reasons are: “general interest in 
furthering my education" and “interest in subject matter". The job-related 
reasons are: "good chance of employment upon graduation", “interesting 
career", “high income prospects", and “to prepare for a particular 
occupation". 


In Canada as a whole, higher percentages of all four types of students chose 
academic reasons in response to this question than they did in response to 
the question regarding their reasons for choosing their level of education 
(Table 2). This may be partly because one of the responses, “interest in 
subject matter", has been defined as an academic reason but arguably, it 
could have been considered a vocational reason. It could also be argued that 
students are more likely to consider undertaking or pursuing postsecondary 
studies in vocational terms; once that decision is made, they are more likely 
to choose a particular field of study because of their interest in the 
subject matter. 


College students were more vocationally oriented than university students, 
with the college career students the most concerned with jobs (58 per cent). 
Undergraduate students were almost evenly divided in their choice of academic 
and job-related reasons, although a larger percentage of men than women chose 
job-related reasons (51 per cent compared to 46 per cent). A strong majority 
of graduate students chose academic reasons. 


As in their responses to the question relating to their choice of level of 
education, women were more likely than men to choose academic reasons and men 
were more likely than women to choose vocational reasons. 


Expected Activity After Graduation from Current Program (Tables 4 and 5) 


The majority of postsecondary students, with the exception of college 
transfer students, expected to be working after graduation. Among university 
students and college career students, higher percentages of women than men 
expected to be working. The men who did not expect to be working either 
expected to continue their studies, or they did not know what they were going 
to do. 
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For those who expected to work, Table 5 shows the kind of work they expected 
to do. Not surprisingly, the vast majority of university students expected 
to work in managerial, professional or semi-professional occupations; a 
majority of college career students also expected to work in that kind of 
occupation. About one-quarter of female career students expected to work in 
clerical, sales or service occupations. Only 13 per cent of the male 

and 2 per cent of the female career students expected to work in skilled and 
semi-skilled crafts and trades. Only a few expected to be laborers. 


Family Background 


Percentages of the Fathers of Full-Time Undergraduates Who Have a University 
Degree Related to the Percentages of the Males with a University Degree in 
the Comparable Age Group in the General Population, in Census Years 1971, 
1976 and 1981 (Table 6) 


There has been much discussion of the fact that in spite of policies to 
promote accessibility to, and participation in, post-secondary education, the 
children of upper-middle and upper-class families continue to be 
over-represented in the universities. 


An important question is whether this tendency is changing over time. 

Table 6 provides one answer. In it, fathers’ education is used as a proxy 
for socio-economic status since education, occupation and income are highly 
correlated; a father with a university degree is considered a good measure of 
upper middle-class background. 


Table 6 shows in the first three columns the percentages of fathers of 
full-time undergraduates who had university degrees, based on data from the 
surveys of postsecondary students conducted by Statistics Canada in 1968-69, 
1974-75 and 1983-84. The next three columns show the percentages of males 
with university degrees in the general population aged 35-54 in the 1976 and 
1981 censuses; the 1971 census percentages are of the males aged 35-64 rather 
than 35-54, because the age groupings were different in the published data 
from the 1971 census. 


The reason that the 35-54 age group is used is that these males were 38-57 at 
the time of the 1984 survey; this age group seems to fit reasonably well the 
age group of the fathers of most full-time undergraduates. 


The last three columns show the ratio of columns A to D, B to E and C to F. 
If the fathers of university undergraduates with university degrees were 
exactly representative of the comparable male age group with university 
degrees in the population, the ratio would be 1-0. Instead, the ratios are 
all above 1.0 and most are above 2.0. However, the ratio in Canada and every 
province declined between 1968-69 and 1983-84. This suggests that efforts 
over the last two decades to increase accessibility and participation have 
produced some tangible results. 
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However, Table 6 also reveals that children from upper middle and higher 
class backgrounds, although not a majority in absolute numbers, continue to 
be over-represented at the undergraduate level. Moreover, for Canada as a 
whole, the rate of change in their ratio of representation has been slower in 
the 9 years from 1974-75 to 1983-84 than in the 6 years from 1968-69 to 
1974-75; in some provinces, it has levelled off while in others there has 
been a reversing of the trend. 


Highest Level of Education Completed by Father and Mother 
(Table 7 and ‘Chart 1) 


All students were asked what was the highest level of education completed by 
their parents or guardians. They were given 13 categories from which to 
select. The categories ranged from “no formal schooling” and “elementary 
school or some secondary school" to “doctoral degree”. 


For simplification, Table 7 shows only the percentages of postsecondary 
students whose fathers and mothers had a low level of education - less than 
high school graduation - and a high level - a university degree. 


A higher percentage of university students than of college students had 
fathers and mothers with a university degree. Their fathers were more likely 
than their mothers to have a university degree. 


It is sometimes stated that there are more students from an upper 
socio-economic background than from a low socio-economic background in the 
universities. It is true, as Table 6 demonstrates, that students whose 
fathers have a university degree are over-represented in the universities. 
However, as shown clearly in Table 7, in both colleges and universities, the 
percentages of students whose parents have not completed secondary school are 
higher than the percentages whose parents have a university degree. 


Among graduate students, women were more likely than men to have fathers and 
mothers with a university degree. 


The other measure of educational attainment - less than high school 
graduation - demonstrates that the parents of college students tend to have a 
lower level of formal schooling than the parents of university students, and 
that a lower proportion of female than male graduate students have parents 
with less than high school graduation. 


Type of Occupation of Father (Table 8) 


Students who were born in 1954 or later were asked what their father's 
occupation was. The occupations were coded using 3-digit CCDO codes 
(Canadian Classification and Dictionary of Occupations) and then classified 
into 4 main groups: (1) managerial, professional and semi-professional; 
(2) clerical, sales and services (3) skilled and semi-skilled crafts and 
trades (which include farming, fishing, logging and mining occupations); 
(4) labourers. 
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About one-fifth of each of the four types of student reported that their 
fathers worked in clerical, sales, or service occupations and very small 
percentages - 3 per cent or less - of all students had fathers who were 
labourers. 


The kind of occupation the fathers have is related to the type of student. 
One-half of the graduate students but only one-quarter of the college career 
students had fathers in managerial, professional and semi-professional 
occupations. In contrast, 45 per cent of the college career students but 
only 23 per cent of the graduate students had fathers who worked in skilled 
and semi-skilled crafts and trades. A lower percentage of undergraduates 
than of graduate students reported that their fathers worked in managerial, 
professional and semi-professional occupations, and a somewhat higher 
percentage had fathers in skilled and semi-skilled crafts and trades. 


Combined Income of Parents in 1983 (Table 9 and Chart 2) 


Students who were born in 1954 or later were asked what was the approximate 
income (from all sources, before taxes) of each of their parents 

(or guardians) in 1983. They were then asked what the approximate combined 
income of their parents was. For the combined income, they were offered 

9 categories but in Table 9, the data are collapsed into 4: up to $22,000, 
$23,000 to $33,000, $34,000 to $44,000, and $45,000 or more. 


Among both university students and college transfer students, roughly 
one-third reported combined parental incomes of $45,000 or more, which is 
close to the percentage reporting incomes of $22,000 or less. The proportion 
of students reporting high parental incomes was appreciably lower at the 
college career level. 


It is interesting to note that the four categories are very similar in terms 
of the proportion of students with low income parents. 


Financial Situation 


Students were asked a number of questions about finance: whether they had 
ever borrowed to finance their post-secondary education; the total amount 
that they had ever borrowed; whether they had ever applied for a student loan 
sponsored by a government; and if they had not borrowed or applied for a 
government sponsored loan, why not. 


They were also asked to estimate their income from employment, non-repayable 
cash contributions and repayable educational loans. Finally, they provided 
an estimate of their expenditures related to their education as well as the 
cost for food and accommodation for the period of 12 months from May 1983 to 
April 1984. 
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Many of these questions replicate questions in the survey of 1974-75 so that 
a number of comparisons are possible between the two periods. 


Percentages of Students Who Have Ever Borrowed, by Province and Category of 
Students (Table 10 and Chart 3) 


Chart 1 shows the percentage of college career students, full-time 
undergraduates and graduate students who reported in 1984 that they had at 
some time borrowed to finance their post-secondary education. In Canada 
almost half of the college career students and undergraduates and 57 per cent 
of the graduate students had borrowed. Of those who did not borrow (table 
not shown), the great majority (79 per cent) gave as the reason that they had 
enough from their own resources; only 12 per cent said that they did not 
borrow because they did not want to get into debt. 


Total Amount Ever Borrowed for Postsecondary Education — Borrowers in the 
Final Year! of their Current Program (Table 11) 


Of those who had ever borrowed, the majority of community college students in 
their final year had borrowed no more than $4,000; this was true of three- 
quarters of the career students and 87 per cent of the transfer students. In 
contrast, a little over one-half of the university student borrowers in their 
final year had borrowed more than $4,000. 


The median amount borrowed by students in their final year was highest among 
undergraduates, and lowest among college transfer students. It is noteworthy 
that in all provinces except Québec, graduate students in their final year of 
study had a median debt load smaller than that of undergraduates in their 
final year. 


Borrowers from a Government Student Loan Program in 1983-84 (Table 12) 


In all categories of students, borrowers from a government sponsored loan 
program were a minority in 1983-84, the highest percentages of borrowers 
being found among college career students (37%) and undergraduates (35%). It 
is among graduate students that the proportion of borrowers was smallest 
(24%). 


Included are all students who gave "1984" in response to question 
U15/C19: “In what year do you expect to complete this level of 
education?" In fact, a number of them may not have graduated in 1984, 
while many others will have continued studying at the next level; it is 
quite possible, therefore, that these students will take a number of 
additional loans before they leave the education system. In consequence, 
the data presented here should be used only as a rough approximation of 
the patterns of borrowing and debt load among graduates. 
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Among college career students who borrowed, almost half took up loans of less 
than $1,500, but because a fairly large number of them borrowed between 
$1,500 and $5,000, the mean amount borrowed reached $2,027. As to college 
transfer students, most borrowers borrowed an amount smaller than $1,500; 
however, the pattern in Alberta and British Columbia was much different from 
that in Québec. 


The average loan taken by university students was larger than that of 
college-level students, the largest number of borrowers among both 
undergraduate and graduate students borrowing between $1,500 and $3,000. 
Eleven per cent of the borrowers among undergraduates took up loans over 
$4,500, compared to 17 per cent of the borrowers among graduate students. 


Percentages of Students Who Have Ever Borrowed, by Province, 1983-84 Compared 
to 1974-75 (Table 13 and Chart 4) 


This chart shows the percentage of all students who had ever borrowed to help 
finance their post-secondary education, in 1983-84 and in 1974-75. The 
proportion of borrowers in the 1983-84 cohort was 11 percentage points higher 
than in the 1974-75 cohort, a substantial increase of one-third over the 
decade. 


Income and Expenditures, May 1983 to April 1984 (Table 14) 


It is not possible to make an entirely exact comparison of expenditures 
between 1974-75 and 1983-84 because the survey questions about expenditures 
were slightly different. Only data from 1983-84 are reported here. 


In the 1983-84 survey, students were asked to estimate their yearly 
expenditures on tuition and other required fees, on other academic 
expenditures (books, supplies, equipment), food and accommodation, 
transportation while at school (including daily commuting to and from class, 
moving expenses and trips home), and other expenditures directly related to 
education. 


Table 14 shows the average expenditure on each of these items, the average 
total expenditures as well as the average total income for Canada and each 
province. In each province, the average total income is higher than the 
average total expenditure, suggesting that on the whole, students do get 

byl. This, of course, reveals nothing about the financial situation of 
individuals since among the individuals whose expenditures and incomes 
contribute to the mean, there might be some whose incomes are high and others 
whose incomes are low. 


1 Students, of course, have expenditures other than those directly related 
to education such as expenditures on clothing, recreation and family 
obligations; students were not asked to estimate such expenditures and 
this accounts in a large measure for the fact that in Table 14, mean 
incomes are substantially higher than mean expenditures. In addition, 
expenditures are generally more difficult to estimate than income and may 
well have been systematically under-reported.

Sources of Income, 1983-84 Compared to 1974-75 
(Table 15 and Charts 5, 6 and 7) 


In both the surveys of 1974-75 and 1983-84, students were asked to estimate 
for a one-year period (May 1974 to April 1975, and May 1983 to April 1984) 
their income from employment, from non-repayable cash contributions and from 
repayable educational loans. 


Panel A of Table 15 shows the percentages of total income that students 
reported came from earnings, non-repayable contributions and loans in 1974-75 
and 1983-84. In both years, the highest percentage of total income came from 
earnings, followed by non-repayable contributions; the smaller proportion 
came from loans. However, if over this 10-year period the proportion of 
income coming from non-repayable contributions remained virtually unchanged, 
the percentage coming from earned revenues decreased by 9 points while that 
coming from loans increased by 10 points (see also Chart 5). 


Panel B shows the source of non-repayable contributions which, as we have 
just seen, accounted for about a quarter of total income in the two periods. 
The two major sources were parents and grants and scholarships. In 1974-75, 
roughly equal percentages came from those two sources (almost half from 
each); 10 years later, a higher percentage came from parents (55%) and a 
lower percentage (41%) in the form of grants and scholarships (see also 
Chart 6). 


Panel C shows the source of loans, which represented about one-tenth of total 
income in 1973-74 and one-fifth in 1983-84. About three-quarters of the 
loans in both years came in the form of student loans from either the federal 
or a provincial government. A higher percentage of loans were from parents 
in 1983-84 than in 1974-75 (see also Chart 7)»

Demographic Profile 


Gender, Age and Marital Status (Table 16 and Chart 8) 


Among part-time students at the college and undergraduate levels, female 

were more numerous than males, the highest proportion of females being at the 
college transfer level. The situation was reversed for graduate students, 
where 57 per cent were males and 43 per cent females. 


The majority of part-time college students were 30 years of age or less. But 
58% of part-time undergraduates and 69% of part-time graduate students were 
over 30 years of age. Among undergraduates, a higher percentage of females 
than males was over 30 years of age. 


At all levels except college career, a majority of part-time students were 
married. There were little variations in the proportion of married males and 
females at the university level, but at the college level, a larger 
percentage of females than males were married. 


Educational Profile 


Highest Level of Education Completed Before First Registering in the Current 
Program (Table 17) 


Among part-time college students, 56 per cent of the career and 63 per cent 
of the transfer students had completed no more than a secondary school 
education at the time of registration in their current program; another 

25 per cent of career and 22 per cent of transfer students had either some 
community college experience or had a diploma from community college; 
finally, only 12 per cent of the college career students had a university 
degree. In contrast, the majority of undergraduates had had some 
post-secondary experience, and almost all graduate students already had a 
university degree. 
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At the undergraduate level, exactly the same percentage of males and females 
had a university degree as had secondary school only, as their highest level 
attained. However, higher percentages of men than women had secondary school 
only and had a university degree; on the other hand, higher percentages of 
women than men had some community college as their highest level attained. 


Highest Level of Education Completed by Part-Time Undergraduates Before 
Registering in the Current Program, by Age (Table 18) 


Older part-time undergraduates (over 30) were more likely to have a 
university degree while the younger ones (30 and less) were more likely to 
have had only secondary school. Also, the older part-time students were more 
likely to have a university degree than only secondary school, the reverse 
being true among the younger group. However, the majority of both older and 
younger students had had some post-secondary experience before registering in 
their current program. 


Older men were more likely than older women to have a university degree; 
older women were more likely to have post-secondary non-university as their 
highest level of education. 


Major Activity During the 12 Months Prior to First Registering in the Current 
Program (Table 19) 


The majority of part-time college career and university students, both males 
and females, had been working during the year before registering in their 
current program, while a minority had been students. A larger proportion of 
men than women had been working while in contrast, a larger proportion of 
women than men had had family responsibilities as their major activity. 


Among college transfer students, men were as likely to have been students as 
to have been working; for about one-fifth of the women at that level, family 
responsibilities was the major activity. 


Most Important Reason for Choosing to Study Part-Time Rather Than 
Full-Time (Table 20) 


Part-time students were given six possible reasons for choosing to study 
part-time rather than full-time and asked to indicate how important to them 
each reason was. They were then asked which reason was most important to 
them. 


The majority of the college career and university students selected as the 
most important reason “to keep my present job while studying”. This was 
especially true of the part-time graduate students: 66 per cent of the men 
and 59 per cent of the women in that category chose that as the most 
important reason. 
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For all types of student except college transfer, a higher percentage of men 
than of women studied part-time rather than full-time in order to keep their 
present job while studying. The women who did not select that reason as most 
important were likely to indicate that personal or family responsibilities 
were the most important reason for studying part-time rather than full-time. 


Very small percentages chose as the most important reason that it was easier 
to pay for part-time education. However, the need to keep present job could 
be considered a financial reason for studying part-time rather than 
full-time. 


Among the college transfer students, smaller percentages than in all other 
categories of students gave as the most important reason for studying 
part-time the need to keep their present job. This is consistent with the 
data in Table 99, which indicate that fewer students in this category than in 
any other had been in the labour force prior to registering in their current 
program. 


Most Important Type of Reason to Register for the Current Level of 
Education (Table 21) 


Part-time students were also asked how important various reasons were to them 
in choosing to register in their level of education. Their responses are 
categorized as academic reasons or job-related reasons, as they were for 
full-time students. 


Like full-time students (Table 2, Part 1), higher percentages of part-time 
students chose job-related than chose academic reasons. Among the college 
transfer students, the highest percentage chose “other” reasons; this is 
because one of the “other” reasons was "to transfer to a university". Among 
the university students, higher percentages of part-time than full-time 
students chose job-related reasons. And as with the full-time students, 
women at that level were slightly more likely than men were to choose 
academic reasons. 


Most Important Type of Reason for Choosing a Field of Study (Table 22) 


Like the full-time students (Table 3, Part 1), higher percentages of college 
students selected job-related than chose academic reasons for choosing their 
field of study. Graduate students were more academically than vocationally 
oriented, which was also true of full-time students. Part-time 
undergraduates differed from their full-time counterparts, however, since 
among them, academic reasons were selected more often than job-related 
reasons. 


Among part-time graduate students, women were somewhat more academically 
oriented than men. There was no marked difference between the sexes among 
undergraduates. 
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Family Background 


Highest Level of Education Completed by Father and Mother 
(Table 23 and Chart 9) 


One way to try and determine to what extent individuals who come from a less 
privileged social background and were not able to continue their education 
beyond the high school or CEGEP level take advantage of part-time studies, is 
to compare the social class backgrounds of part-time and full-time students. 
The educational attainment level of parents is used here as indicative of 
socio-economic status!, 


Table 23 shows the percentages of part-time students whose fathers and 
mothers have less than high school completion and the percentages who have a 
university degree. For comparison, the percentages of full-time students 
whose parents have those same levels of education are given in brackets. 


At the university level, much higher percentages of part-time than full-time 
students had parents who have not completed secondary school, while 
conversely, much lower percentages of part-time than full-time students had 
parents who have a university degree. At the college level, no difference 
was found in the educational level of the parents of part-time and full-time 
students. 


As in the case of full-time graduate students, a larger proportion of female 
than male part-time graduate students had mothers and fathers with a 
university degree, and a larger proportion of males than females had one or 
the other of their parents with less than high school completion. 


Parental income and occupation are often used as complementary measures 
of socio-economic status, but in this survey, the students born before 
1954 were not queried on these items.

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APPENDIX A 


METHODOLOGY 


Survey Design 
Population 


The target population was all full-time and part-time students registered in 
a regular credit course at a Canadian post-secondary institution during the 
fall term of the 1983-1984 school year. Trade and vocational students as 
well as medical residents were excluded. Foreign students were included. 


In order to create the sampling frame, letters were sent to the registrar of 
each post-secondary institution requesting the name, address and registration 
characteristics of all students in the target population. Twenty-four 
university-level institutions, with an estimated enrolment of 75,344, and 62 
college-level institutions, with an unknown estimated enrolment, either did 
not respond or could not provide the data in time or in the format required. 
The estimated enrolment of non-responding university-level institutions 
represented 10.3 per cent of total estimated university-level enrolment. In 
addition, a number of institutions that did provide lists did not follow 
instructions exactly: for example, a university-level institution did not 
report its part-time casual students while another did not include any of its 
graduate students; some colleges included trade and vocational students. 


Stratified sampling 


Characteristics considered important in influencing students' education were 
used as sample stratification variables. These were province; type of 
institution (university or college); level of study (first professional, 
undergraduate, masters, doctorate, college transfer, college career, or 
unknown); and registration status (part-time or full-time). The sample 
within each stratum was further proportionally allocated by sex and major 
field of study - when these variables were known. 


This appendix is based upon the Survey Documentation and User's Guide 
prepared by the Special Surveys Division of Statistics Canada. This guide 
can be obtained from Statistics Canada. 


=== 


Sample size 


Survey estimates were to be produced for various characteristics by level of 
study, registration status, and type of institution for every province and at 
the Canada level. The sample sizes within strata were based on a coefficient 
of variation (see below) of 15 per cent with a minimum probability of 0.05 
and an expected response rate of 75 per cent. In strata where the sample 
size was 85 per cent or more of the stratum population, a census was to be 
conducted. The sample size was 63,948 records. 


Data collection 


The questionnaire was administered during February and March 1984, by means 
of either self-enumerated mail out/mail back questionnaires or telephone 
interviews. Two versions of the questionnaire were used, one for 
college-level and one for university-level students; they are included as 
Appendix B and Appendix C. 


Response rates 


Of the 63,948 records of individuals in the sample, responses were obtained 
from 54,302, for a gross response rate of 85 per cent. However, 9,264 of 
those who responded were no longer registered and, as they were instructed, 
returned the questionnaire without completing it. The decision to exclude 
them had been made because it was assumed that students who registered for 
the fall term only would very likely have different characteristics from 
those registered in both terms. This left 45,181 usable responses, for a net 
response rate of 71 per cent. a 


The lowest gross response rate was that of students from New Brunswick 
universities at 76 per cent. The lowest net response rates were those of 
college students in Ontario and British Columbia, both at 59 per cent. 


Weighting 


To provide estimates of the population from which the sample was drawn, a 
basic weight equal to the inverse of the probability of selection was applied 
to each sample record. In addition, to compensate for total non-response, a 
non-response weight was associated with each record. The sample design and 
weighting procedure for the survey were developed to provide estimates by 
level of study, registration status, and type of institution for every 
province, and at the national level. 
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Data Reliability 


Sample error 


The data from this survey have been obtained from a sample of students. Any 
figures derived from these data will necessarily be estimates, which may 
differ from the figures that would have been obtained if all students in the 
target population had been interviewed, using the same questionnaires, 
interviewers, supervisors, processing methods, etc. as those actually used. 
The difference between an estimate obtained from sample data and the results 
based on a complete count taken under similar conditions is called the 
sampling error of the estimate. 


The true value of a sampling error cannot, of course, be determined without 
taking a complete count, but it is possible to estimate its size from the 
sample data themselves. The sampling variance is an estimate of the size of 
the error and it is often reported as its square root, the standard 
deviation. Because of the large variety of estimates that can be produced 
from a survey, the standard deviation is usually expressed relative to the 
estimate to which it pertains. The resulting measure, known as the 
coefficient of variation (cv) of an estimate is obtained by dividing the 
standard deviation of the estimate by the estimate itself, and is expressed 
as a percentage of the estimate. 


Derivation of standard deviations for each of the estimates which could be 
generated from the survey would be a costly procedure and, as an alternative, 
crude measures of sampling variability have been developed. These measures 
are produced by applying an estimated design effect to the variance estimate 
calculated with the assumption of simple random sampling. This method has 
been used to find crude estimates of the cv's of the data presented in the 
tables in this report. Data with cv's greater than 25 per cent are not 
reported and are replaced by two asterisks. Those with cv's between 16 per 
cent and 25 per cent are reported, but are identified with a single asterisk. 


Coverage 


The survey experienced a number of problems with coverage of the target 
population, mainly undercoverage due to non-responding institutions, 
undercoverage from partial reporting, and overcoverage due to inclusion of 
trade and vocational students. 


Non-responding institutions 


Most of the 24 non-responding university-level institutions were small, with 
estimated enrolments amounting to less than 600 each in 1983-1984. The 
exceptions were the universities among them: Mount Saint-Vincent, Concordia, 
York, Winnipeg and Lethbridge. Of these, Concordia and York are most 
important since both have enrolments over 25,000, attract large numbers of 
part-time students, and probably have a larger non-English student group and 


=. 


a higher proportion of students from a less priviledged socio-economic 
background than McGill University and the University of Toronto do in their 
respective cities. However, large as they are, Concordia and York together 
accounted for only about 8 per cent of total university enrolment in the 
survey year; Concordia accounted for 12 per cent of university enrolments in 
Québec and York, about 11 per cent of university enrollments in Ontario. 


Some of the larger non-responding college-level institutions were: in 
Québec, Collége Lionel-Groulx, Collége Montmorency, Collége de Rimouski, 
Collége de Sainte-Foy and Vanier College; in Ontario, Niagara College of 
Applied Arts and Technology; and in Alberta, Grant MacEwan Community College, 
Red Deer College, and Northern Alberta Institute of Technology. 


Students no longer registered 


Any student who was no longer registered at the time of the survey 

(spring 1984) was to be excluded from the sample and was therefore asked to 
return the questionnaire uncompleted. As a result, the sample is 
representative only of students who registered for both the first and second 
terms of academic year 1983-1984. This had a relatively small effect on the 
number of full-time students in the sample, but reduced quite substantially 
the number of part-time students who could be included.
